345 and 4,499 buildings were seri- 
ously damaged. Sixty-nine other 
buildings were razed by fire. 


The 'home office announced 
here were 223 known dead in 
.he Izu region. The governor "of 
Kana~gawa Prefecture reported 27 
deaths in tfie Hakone district.

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BUILDINGS OF TOMORROW 


Experts employed by the American Institute of 


Steel Construction report that it is structurally 
possible to build skyscrapers 2000 feet in height. 


They add, however, that the "economic limit"— 


the height 'at which the builder gets the maxi- 
mum return for the money he has invested—is 
considerably lower than that. On high-priced 
land, the experts estimate that the most profit- 
able height will be between 60 and 70 stories. 
- "For all practical purposes/' says the experts, 
••the physical or engineering limitation upon pos- 
sible building heights has been removed by the 
flexibility of structural steel, terra cotta and oth- 
er'modern building materials, and by .the as- 
tounding developments in elevator and founda- 
tion engineering. 
Competent students of the 


.problem estimate that if it were not for economic 
factors it would be possible to build, and operate 
successfully, an office building 2000 feet in 
height." 


We may eventually come to these 2000-foot 


towers, at that. So far, there seems to be no 
check in the tendency toward taller and taller 
buildings. One is inclined to gasp when one 
thinks what the city of tomorrow may look like. 


OUR COSTLY TRAFFIC 


Traffic congestion costs the United States $2,- 


000,000,000 a year, according to the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 


The situation, according to the secretary, is 


getting so bad that the loss caused by traffic 
jams -may be equal to our annual expenditures 
for the construction and maintenance of traffic 
facilities." 


These words emphasizes anew that one of ouf. 


most serious problems is the traffic problem. The 
time is rapidly approaching when we must find 
some solution for it or find our social and econo- 


mic life seriously crippled. No nation can keep 
its prosperity at a high level if it, lacks a free 
and -easy flow of transportation. 
. 
' 


HOW RACKETS OPERATE 


The word "racket" is an'old and respectable 


one. Until very recently it had only one mean- 
ing. Now, however, it has taken on another. In- 
stead of signifying a loud and disagreeable noise, 
it means a nefarious, illegal scheme* by which 
money is extorted from more or less innocent 
citizens. 


Like a number of other modern phenomena, 


the racket was invented and perfected in Chi- 
cago. For all the publicity it has received, how- 
ever, it is a little bit shocking to learn that there 
are more than 90 rackets in Chicago, and that al- 
together they collect approximately $136,000,000 
a year. 


These facts are brought out by John Gunther, 


Chicago newspaperman. Mr. Gunther points out 
that Chicago's rackets are costing each man, 
woman and child in_ the city something like $45 
a year in a sort of direct, super-legal tax. The 
indirect cost, of course, is considerably more. 


The racket is usually quite simple. 
A racketeer decides to collect money from, let 


us say, garage owners. He organizes a flimsy 
••protective association," and sends agents about 
inviting ail garage owners to join, at so much 
apiece per annum. The agents explain that 
membership in ,the association will insure the 
garage man protection from the city's gangsters. 


Suppose a garage owner does not join. What 


happens? 


His place is bombed a few nights later. Or his 


service cars are called out and wrecked. Or 
thugs enter his place at night and mutilate his 
customers' cars. He is, in short, quickly put out 
of business if he does not come to tune.

M.iu-power is the basis of win- 
ning football systems. 


Thirty years ago jwhile travel- 


ing eastward from a season's 
coaching at Stanford, I remarked 
in -an Iowa city that "it takes 
men to play football." 


Thirty years is a long time in 


this age of progress and" change 
for a single statement to remain 
true. Man-power, however, con- 
tinues to be the mainspring of 
winning football. 


This man-power is not always 


poundage, it is not always speed, 
nor is 'it a combination of the 
two. Sometimes it is spirit, some- 
times intelligence. At rare times 
it is an inexplicable something 
which raises a team above its 
muscular or mental power to ac- 
complish Impossible feats. 


A football system always is the 


same. The plays are inert. A sys- 
tem sends offensive men along 
certain lines to certain points. 
Any player of average intelli- 
;ence and strength 'can present 
it. 


An entirely different situation 


arises when eleven players work 
out the system on "the gridiron. 
Teams exist today which could 
be successful with the wingback, 
the shift, the punt formation, 
the power and deception, or the 
speed and deception systems. 


These .teams could be success- 


ful even with the almost discard- 
ed spread formations. The teams 
have' the man-power to make 
any system succeed. 


The coach of these teams had 


the problem of deciding the 
plays which fitted the men, or if 
material was super-abundant, of 
finding the men to fit the sys- 
tem. 


The fact that some of the best 


known coaches did not have the 
players to fit any kind of a sys- 
tem is the reason for reverses, 
while other and less known 
coaches have experienced pros- 
perous seasons.

LAMP SHADES 


Cretonne lamp shades are at- 


tractive and may be made from 
remnants quite as well as from 
the same cretonne .as the fur- 
nishings of one's rooms. Buy the 
cretonne, buy a wire shade frame 
the size you want, and buy a lit- 
tle braid to sewover around the 
top and bottom edges after you 
have put~the cretonne in place— 
and there you are. 


If you wish to do so you may of 


course line the shade with sateen 
of a plain color—golden or rose, 
to make the light soft and at- 
tractive. This often adds greatly 
to the effectiveness o£ a shade, 
and of course covers up the 
wrong side of the cretonne, 
which is never very pretty, and 
which otherwise shows all too 
plainly. 
The little shields for side 


lights on the walls or for candles 
may also be covered with cre- 
tonne, applied just as it is on the 
lamp shades, with braid around 
the edges to cover up all raveled 
edges. 


It makes very effective shields 


to use a cretonne with some dis- 
tinct grouping of the design 
such as a bird, or a little garland 
or bunch of flowers, and to use 
one of these motifs on each 
shield. 


Like the shades, these shields 


may be lined with plain color, 
either in sateen or in thin lamp 
shade silk.

after the quake had reached" its 
maximum of violence. Many 
communities had yet to be heard 
from and their reports were ex- 
pected to enlarge the death roll. 
Property losses already have been 
estimated in the scores of mil- 
lions of yen. 
Beports indicated 'the heaviest 


blow fell upon the area extend- 
ing from Mishima to Numazu, a 
region about fifteen miles long 
and five to ten miles wide. 


The village of Nirayama was 


wiped out, 69 persons being killed 
there. Nagoka, a hot springs re 
sort, also was destroyed, 22 hav 
ing perished there. A group of 
small villages in the southern 
part of the stricken area report 
ed 80 dead. 
The larger towns on the north 


ern edge of the quake belt es 
caped with relatively less dam- 
age. Mishima 
reported 
four 


deaths, Numazu one and Atami 
three. Fires, however, added to 
the destruction in these,town~ 
but they were controlled. 


A portion of this stricken area 


also suffered heavily in the 
earthquake of 1923, notably Ata- 
mi, Hakone and Ito. 


Definite news from Shimoda 


at the southern tip of Izu Penin- 
sula, was lacking but a naval 
plane'flying over the town re 
ported no serious damage was 
observed. 
Troops from Mishima and Shi 


zuoka entered the stricken region 
to maintain 
order and relieve 


suffering. Newspapers organized 
relief units to aid the Red Cross 
and the military, while the home 
ministry sent experts to ward off 
disease. 
Scores of injured were taken 


to the hospital at Mishima 
which escaped serious damage 
A party of Seismologists 
from 


Tokyo central observatory went 
to the quake belt and issued 
warnings that further Seismic 
activity was likely there. 


Most of the inhabitants, even 


those possessing houses, took to 
the open, fearing further shocks. 


A report to the ministry of 


railways that ninety persons 
were killed in a landslide 
at 


Shuzenji Hot Springs was not 
confirmed. Authorities sought in- 
formation- concerning the fam- 
ous Tanna Tunnel between Ata- 
mi and Numazu, nearing com- 
pletion after ten years of labor. 
It was feared many workmen 
were inside the tunnel when the 
western entrance collapsed dur- 
ing the quake. • 
The quake was felt over a 


wide area. Tokyo and Yokohonia 
felt the shock, but no serious 
damages was done in these two 
cities. 
Noted for its hot springs, the 


peninsula 
is Japan's - choicest 


playground, especiallly in-- the 
winter. Scores of famous resorts 
have been established, centering 
around the springs.
